Arguinaldo's Proclamation. 

London, June 8, — (Special.) — Singapore correspondent of the London 
Times says that the local Philippine insurgent committee is in receipt of 
a message from Aguinaldo saying: "We have taken all in the provii 
of Cavite and Tangas. Tingon is captured w ith six hundred rifles. We 
captured twelve hundred Spaniards from Spain, and eight hundred 
Philippine Spaniards, and killed three hundred. 

We are now besieging Bedejoe. Three hundred Spaniards are torti- 
lied in a church and must surrender. We hear that the Governor Ge 
eral proposes to capitulate. 



London, June 8.— The Hong Kong correspondent of the Times says: 
"A proclamation issued by Aguinaldo, the insurgent chief, points to a j 
desire to set up a native administration in the Philippines under an j 
American protectorate. Aguinaldo. with an Advisory Council, would ] 
hold the dictatorship until the conquest ot the Islands, and would then 
establish a republican assembly. 

"Aguinaldo has issued orders that the lives and property of Run 
pean, Chinese and all Spanish non-combatants are to be protected, an 
that all excesses are to be avoided.' 



Gen. Shafter Has Gone. 

Sends Word That He Is Off. 

Washington, June 8. — (Special.)— The troops have started for 
Tampa. Gen. Shafter notified the War Department this morning of the 
sailing, and shortly afterwards Secretary Alger went to the White 
House, where he remained in consultation with the President for over 
two hours.

You could let us ride just as well as 
not." 

"No need to talk about it," said the 
conductor, as he started on. 

Somehow the prospect of being 
ejected at the next stop did not worry 
the industrious mother or the stal 
wart daughter just out of the hospital. 

They gazed serenely at the passing 
landscape, and when the train began 
to slow up for the next station they 
looked at each other inquiringly, as 
if to ask: "Shall we start, or shall we 
wait to be thrown out?" 

They were not left in doubt, for 
the brakeman, after slamming the 
door and shouting "Bourwour!'* 
seized hold of two bundles and hus- 
tled tliem out to the platform.
